The  Annual  Report  for  1925  is,  by  direction  cn 
of  Health,  to  be  a Survey  Report.  A Survey  Report 
at  Intervals  of  five  years,  and  differs  from  the  intervening 
modified  Annual  Reports  in  dealing  more  comprehensively  w_Li-h 
Important  changes  in  the  public  health  services  during  the  period, 
and  generally  as  to  the  progress  of  improvement  of  the  public  health, 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  QF  THE  AREA . 

Area  (Acres),  27,045, 

Population  (Census  1921).  3214.  (Estimated  1925).  3336. 

The  population  showed  a small  decline,  of  90  persons,  from 
the  Census  of  1911  to  that  of  1921,  The  Registrar  General 
estimated  an  increase  of  124  persons  since  1921. 

The  District  consists  essentially  of  a fertile  valley  of 
considerable  width  running  from  South-West  to  North-East  at  a 
general  elevation  of  from  300  to  400  feet  O.D.,  flanked  by  hill 
country  on  each  side,  rising  to  a height  of  1000  feet  or  more,  to 
the  slopes  of  the  Long  mountain  on  the  North-West,  and  to  Corndon 
Hill  and  the  Stiperstones  range  on  the  South-East.  It  is  a 
border  District,  about  half  its  circumference  being  contiguous  with 
Montgomeryshire,  into  which  its  South-Western  half  dovetails.  The 
valley  is  mainly  drained  by  the  Rea  Brook,  rising  in  the  District 
and  running  easterly  to  the  Severn  at  Shrewsbury,  the  Western  part 
being  drained  by  the  Camlad  river  running  Westerly  to  the  Severn 
near  Welshpool.  The  Valley  soil  is  alluvium  and  river  drift,  the 
hillsides  being  of  Ordovician  rocks  mainly,  but  in  part  of  the 
Wenlock  measures,  covered  in  the  lower  parts  by  glacial  drift. 

The  District  is  almost  entirely  agricultural.  Lead  and 
Barytes  have  been  mined  in  the  Stiperstones  area  but  very  little 
is  now  done  in  the  District.  The  Population  is  scattered,  with 
no  large  collection  of  houses.  The  principal  villages  are  those 
of  Worthen,  with  Brockton,  Chirbury,  and  Marton.

The  death  rate  was  above  the  District’s  average.  No  special 
cause  is  apparent.  Out  of  a total  of  50  deaths,  Whnoping  Cough 
caused  1,  Diphtheria  1,  Influenza  3,  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  2,  other 
tuberculous  disease  1,  Cancer  4,  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  6,  Heart 
disease  10,  and  pneumonia  6. 

Over  60  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  of  elderly  or  aged 
persons,  31  out  of  the  50  deaths  being  at  ages  over  65;  viz  from 
65  to  70  - 7;  70  to  80  - 14;  80  to  90  - 9;  over  90  - 1. 


There  was  no  death  of  an  infant  under  1 year.

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The  Infant  death  rate  for  the  years  1907-14  averaged  60,  and 
from  1915  to  1919  - 51.  The  continued  decline  in  the  District’s 
favourable  rate  indicates  the  general  spread  of  education  in  methods 
of  infant  rearing,  and  the  good  work  following  upon  the  Health 
Visiting  system  of  the  County  Council.

Smallpox.  The  County  Smallpox  Hospitals  at  Ludlow  and 
Wellington. 

Fever.  The  Council  has  an  arrangement  for  the  use  of  the 
Smallpox  Hospital  at  Forden  in  an  emergency,  and  has  now,  upon 
my  recommendation,  made  terms  for  the  admission  of  an  occasional 
case  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  or  Enteric  to  the  Shrewsbury 
and  Atcham  Joint  Isolation  Hospital. 

Ambulance . The  County  Council’s  motor  ambulance  is 
available  for  infectious  and  other  cases. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  There  is  no  Child  Welfare 
Centre  or  School  Clinic  In  the  District.  The  County  Dispensaries 
for  Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  at  Shrewsbury  are  available 
for  the  Dis  trict. 
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Public  Health  Officers,  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
whole  time”  fcf. 6 . fiV"  for  the  S . W . Salop  Combined  Districts.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  is  a part  time  officer  of  the  Council. 

Salary  contribution  is  received  from  Exchequer  grant. 

Nursing  Arrangements.  General.  By  the  District  nurses  of  the 
Shropshire  "Nursing  Federation  in  parishes  where  an  association 
has  been  formed.  Such  associations  exist  for  Chirbury  and  Marton, 
Hope  Valley,  and  Worthen.  The  Local  Authority  is  not  concerned 
with  the  scheme  of  co-ordination  or  the  financial  arrangements. 

Infectious  Disease.  The  County  Council  provides  for 
Health  visiting  and" nursing  assistance  where  necessary,  for 
Measles,  Whooping  Cough  and  Pneumonia  in  the  case  of  children 
under  5 years  of  age,  and  for  cases  of  Ophthalmia  lieonatorum. 

Midwives.  The  District  Council  does  not  employ  or 
subsidise "mTdwives . The  number  practising  in  the  District  is  4. 

Adoptive  Acts,  etc,  in  force. 


No  Acts,  or  Bye-laws  have  been  adopted.. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  etc.  Regulations  are  adopted. 

Water  Supply.  There  is  a public  system  of  constant  supply 
laid  on  to  Man ton  Village,  and  one,  privately  owned,  to  Chirbury 
Village.  The  small  hamlet  of  Bromlow,  on  the  hillside  to  the 
South-East  in  Worthen  parish,  has  two  small  gravitation  supplies; 
the  upper  part  having  a public  supply,  and  the  lower  part  having  a 
private  supply.  There  is  also  a public  pump  and  well  for  the 
supply  of  Bent  Lawnt  in  the  same  area.  All  these  have  been 
maintained  and  worked  satisfactorily. 

Elsewhere  the  general  supply  is  by  private  pumps  and  wells. 
In  the  contiguous  villages  of  Worthen  and  Brockton  these  have  been 
found  unsatisfactory  and  unreliable,  and  a scheme  for  providing  a 
public  supply  had  been  adopted  by  the  Council  in  1914,  and  was  at 
I the  point  of  being  submitted  for  official  sanction.  The  war  and 
the  subsequent  high  cost  of  all  work  have  stopped  further  progress. 
During  1922  the  Council  reviewed  the  question  and  at  the  request 

• of  the  Council  I met  the  Engineer  of  the  scheme  for  inspection  of 
\ possible  alternative  and  less  costly  sources  of  supply.  After 

• close  and  careful  consideration  we  concluded  that  there  was  no 

• prospect  apparent  of  any  alternative  to  the  original  Mulsop  scheme, 
j for  an  efficient  and  comprehensive  supply.  The  Council  obtained 

i revised  estimates  of  cost,  and  these  were  referred  to  the  Parish 
' Council  for  their  information.  The  Parish  Council  replied  with 
fa  strong  protest  against  proceeding  with  the  scheme,  chiefly  on 
account  of  high  present  costs.  No  further  action  has  been  taken. 
The  present  high  cost  of  this  Scheme  is  chiefly  due  to  the  distance 
■ of  the  source  of  supply,  some  three  miles,  from  the  villages. 

When  investigating  in  1922  it  appeared  to  me  that  a safe 
drinking  supply  might,  in  the  meanwhile,  be  given  at  small  cost 
to  Worthen  village  by  providing  a public  pump  in  the  centre  of  the 
village  (which  is  fairly  compact),  with  a draw  pipe  from  a good 
spring  in  pasture  ground  at  200  or  300  yards  distance.  This 
should  be  considered,  it  would  afford  no  solution  in  the  case  of 
Brockton  which  is  three  quarters  of  a mile  distant,  but  possibly 
a similar  good  source  of  well  supply  could  be  found  there. 

Stream  Pollution.  No  instance  has  come  under  notice 
during  the  period. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage.  There  is  no  sewerage  system  in  the 
District  and  no  recognised  public  sewers.  In  the  larger  villages 
the  slop-water  drainage  from  houses  is  connected  to  various  road 
water  drains,  and  generally  gets  away  without  causing  nuisance. 

In  Worthen  village' action  became  necessary  in  1921  on  account  of 
a blocked  road  water  drain,  and  nuisance  resulted.  In  the  end 
the  drain  was  relaid  and  repaired  by  joint  action  of  the  County 
and  District  Councils. 
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Individual  house  slop  drainage  is  discharged  to  cesspits 
, or,  more  generally,  on  garden  ground  or  in  the  nearest  ditch  or 
watercour se , and  nuisance  is  rarely  caused. 

Closet  accommodation.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  returns 
the  numbe r of  houses  with  water  closets  as  15.  The  remainder 
of  the  District,  some  750  houses,  is  served  by  earth  closets  or 
privies,  of  which  quite  two  thirds,  he  states,  are  pail  closets, 
the  work  of  conversion  of  privies  to  pails  having  been  success- 
fully pressed  by  him  since  1900.  This  shows  good  progress, 
and  the  Inspector  further  states  that,  except  in  some  10  instances, 
every  house  has  its  own  closet. 

Scavenging . There  is  no  public  scavenging,  of  house 
i refuse  or  of closets , houses  having  ample  space  for  disposal. 

Schools . The  sanitary  conditions  appear  satisfactory. 
Chirbury  School  closets  have  been  repaired  and  improved,  and 
the  drainage  renewed  where  necessary.

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HOUSING. 


General  Housing  Conditions.  With  a population  that  is 
practically  stationary,  and  with  no  recent  building,  there 
appears  to  be  neither  shortage  nor  excess  of  houses,  but  it  is 
probable  that  if  some  good  class  artisan  or  labourers  houses 
were  built,  at  reasonably  low  rents.,  they  would  be  in  request. 

The  Council  had  a programme  for  eight  such  houses  under  the  1919 
Housing  Act,  but  no  building  had  taken  place  when  the  State 
aided  scheme  was  terminated.  From  a recent  return  it  appe*ars 
that  one  house  only  had  been  built  from  March  1921  to  the  end  of 
1925,  by  a private  person. 

Overcrowding.  Cases  of  overcrowding  do  not  often  come  to 
light,  such  cases  as  occur  being  generally  those  of  a growing 
family  in  a house  of  very  limited  accommodation.  Three  such 
cases  have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Inspector’s  notices  in  the  past 
five  years. 

Fitness  of  houses.  In  general,  housing  conditions  in  the 
villages  generally  appear  to  be  good,  or  very  fair,  with  a few  of 
the  older  houses  below  standard.  As  in  most  old  agricultural 
districts  there  remains  in  the  countryside  a considerable  number 
of  very  old  houses  of  poor  construction  and  defective  accommodation. 
Necessary  repairs  to  keep  them  in  a habitable  condition  are 
effected  by  the  Inspector  in  his  routine  Housing  Inspection  w ork, 
but  their  effective  improvement  by  any  additions  or  extensive 
alteration  is  found  to  present  the  usual  existing  difficulties  of 
un-economic  rentals,  high  cost  of  repair  work,  and  in  some  cases 
the  small  means  of  the  owners.  The  reconditioning  of  old 
cottage  property  will,  it  may  be  hoped,  be  made  capable  of  more 
rapid  progress  under  the  Rural  Housing  Act  now  foreshadowed.

Inspector  of  Nuisances.. 

No  action  has  been  taken  as  to  tuberculous  milk  or 
tuberculous  cattle. 

No  licences  have  been  applied  for  for  the  sale  of  milk 
under  Special  Designations. 

■No  refusal  or  revocation  of  registration  of  retailers  has 
been  necessary. 

Meat.  The  three  small  private  slaughterhouses  are  all 
in  one  area  and  are  visited  at  times  of  slaughter  as  far  as 
possible.  No  bovines  are  killed  in  the  District.-  Two  of  the 
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slaughterhouses  ordinarily  kill  about  one  sheep  a week,  and  the 
third  appears  to  be  in  occasional  use  only  for  pigs.  The 
premises  were  licensed  in  October  last  year  and  the  Inspector 
paid  weekly  visits  up  to  the  end  of  the  year.  No.  instance 
of  tuberculosis  or  other  diseased  condition  was  found. 

There  is  no  arrangement  for  marking  meat. 

The  small  shops  were  also  periodically  inspected.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL-  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE . 

Laboratory  Work.  The  County  Council  provides  for 
Bacteriological  examination  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Enteric 
and  Tuberculosis,  by  arrangement  with  Birmingham  University, 
free  of  cost. 

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  District  Council, 
free  of  cost  to  cases  of  the  poorer  class,  through  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  who  supplies  medical  men  upon  request.  Antitoxin 
is  in  general  use  in  all  but  very  slight  cases.  In  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health* s Memorandum 
of  July,  1922,  the  Inspector  has  been  instructed  to  hold  and 
supply  antitoxin  in  phials  of  8,000  units  for  treatment  and  of 
500  units  for  protective  purposes.

Scarlet  fever.  Nine  cases  occurred  during  last  year.  Two 
of  these  were  at  Chirbury  in  June  and  November  and  no 

spread  occurred  from  them.  The  remaining  7 were  in  the  Stiperstones 
area  in  November  and  December  and  centred  round  the  local  school. 

The  usual  precautions  were  taken  by  visiting  the  infected  houses  and 
the  school,  and  the  outbreak  was  checked.  No  case  was  removed 
for  Hospital  treatment,  but  in  one  case  where  a child  was  acutely 
ill  and  could  not  be  moved,  and  nursing  facilities  were  urgently 
necessary,  a nurse  was  engaged  at  the  Council's  expense  and  sent 
out  to  the  house  where  she  stayed  for  a fortnight;  this  assistance 
probably  saving  the  child's  life.  Three  cases  during  the  five 
years  have  been  admitted  to  Shrewsbury  & Atcham  Isolation  Hospital.

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Diphtheria.  With  the  exception  of  a limited  outbreak  last 
year  the  District  has  been  almost  free  during  the  past  five  years. 
The  8 notified  cases  last  year  occurred  in  four  houses  and  were 
definitely  associated  with  school  attendance,  infection  being 
maintained  by  mild  and  unrecognised  cases,  of  slight  sore  throat 
or  so-called  !Mumps!  The  cases  occurred  in  the  Middleton  school 
area.  The  first  case  was  at  Rorrington  in  August,  the  second, 
an  adult,  also  at  Rorrington  in  October.  Here  it  was  found  that 
two  children  had  previously  had  indefinite  illness  associated  with 
sore  throat  and  were  therefore  to  be  regarded  as  suspicious. 

Five  cases,  all  children,  then  occurred,  in  October,  in  one  house 
on  Stapely  Hill,  and  one  died.  The  first  two  affected  were  of 
slight  nature  and  thought  to  be  mumps.  The  remaining  case  was 
at  Priest  Weston  in  October  and  was  unsuspected  by  the  parents 
until  symptoms  of  paralysis  occurred  and  a doctor  was  called  in. 

I made  a special  investigation  in  the  District  and  at  the 
School  and  the  precautions  taken  prevented  further  spread. 

Special  leaflets  of  warning  to  parents  were  distributed  to  all 
families  attending,  and  the  school  was  closed  for  a fortnight. 

All  suspected  children  were  excluded  until  declared  free  by 
swabbing.  Antitoxin  was  very  freely  used  in  notified  cases. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.  Two  cases,  children  in  one 
family  at  Hampton  Beech,  were  notified  in  1924.  The  symptoms 
strongly  suggested  this  disease.  Both  recovered  quickly  and 
the  recovery  has  so  far  seemed  complete.
